MUTINY AND K0EDEE. 

Brutal Oondnct of a Ship's Crew— The Captain's 
Sad Story-The OiTenaerB Arrested. 

San Fkanoisco, June 20.— The /Britieh 
ship Inverurie arrived from Newcastle, N. 

S.W,, yeatorday after a Beosational voyage. 
Among tho pasaongora woro Eustace Alex- 
ander, son of a Melbourne tobacco merchant, 
who eloped from Sydney, leaving a young 
wife and child behind him. Ho prosontod 
himself to Captain Willox of the Inverurie 
aa Dr. C. H. Armitago and atuted that tho 
woman who accompanied him waa hia wife. 
Shortly after tho ship sailed from Newcaatlo 
Captain Willox had occasion to reprimand 
tho firat mate, Anderaon, for inattention to 
duty. Tho latter, however, with tho assist- 
ance of the alleged doctor, sucoooded in 
winning most ef the crew over to hia aide, 
after which tho ship woa one oootinuous 
scene of mutiny, culminating in the death ef 
tho ciptain's wife. 

About two weeks ago Mrs. Willox began 
to prepare for confinement and a week ago 
last Friday Dr. Armitago was called io. 
Captain VVillox, aa a majority of Britiah 
captains are, is fairly well akilled in surg- 
ery, and was not satisfied with the manner 
in which tho supposed doctor wu treating 
hie«vife, and be so oxpreased lifp^elf. In 
trying to ejeot the doctor a row ensued in 
which the tirst mate took a hand, and the 
sailors joined in open munity and helped 
look the captain in the carpenter's house, 
from which ho secured his releass, shortly 
after his wife had given birth to a lifeless 
child. He was allowed to see this infant, 
which waa buried at tea a, wsek ago Wed- 
nesday. 

The 03.p*^ain realized that he had odds 
against him, and prayed for peace until l'>ud 
was sighted, but such was not hia fato. 
With the aid of the aooond mate, John 
Jones, and tho ship's carpenter, he managed 
to control tho orow for a while, but tho 
trouble was soon 're-newed. Shortly aftur 
the child had been born tho oiptiin was in- 
formed that hla wife waa very low, and in 
his grief ho drank a cup of brandy which bo 
believea was drugged, for when he recovered 
from its cfTrfcts ho found himself looked in 
the carpenter's house again, but with the 
aid of tho carpenter he waa roleaaod, but 
when he appeared on deck and demanded an 
explanation of tho treatment he hud re- 
ceived, the first mate ordered the crow to 
put a atraight jacket on him and lock him 
up again. 

On Saturday morning ho was released 
and went to his wife's bedside. That even- 
ing she died. .On the arrival of tho ship 
Captain Willox had the body of his wife 
removed to the morgue, and reported the 
facta to tho British ooDsuL Alexander aild 
his companions were landed from the. Inver- 
urie in charge of a sergeant- of polioe. Xhey 
will be kept under aaryeiUanoa. until some 
aotion shall be taken by the looal atithorities 
and the British consul. Acting Quarantine 
Officer Williams oaya that the dead womon 
had been maltreated in a feartul manner, 
and that there in no doubt in hla mind that 
murder wua committed. 

Latkr— There htvo been no moro Eonsa- 
tional (levolopmentn in tho liidcoua story of 
tho vovaRcof the bark Inverurie aorosa tho 
P.iciiio friim Newcastle. Captain Willox, 
the oecfinu mate and tho carpenter, who ro- 
m viued loy.vl friends to tho captain during 
tho recent mutiny, went ashore and devoted 
coneidorable attention to tho preparations 
for thu funeral nf Mra. Willox, which took 
pluce to-duy. Thocap'ain has not yet pre- 
torred a formal charge against the firat niato 
and his men. Ho will probably firat devoto 
his attention to tho inquest which ia to bo 
hold to morrow.

NICAaAGUA CANAL. 

Prop'osala Iiooklner to the Carrying Out of 
This Important Project. 

Washington City, June 20. — The un- 
settled details of tho Nicaragua canal bill 
whioh will be reported to the bouse have 
been cleared np at a meeting of the sub- 
oommitteo. There will be recommended a 
direotorate of eleven members, eight govern 
ment directors^ one .representative of the 
company, one from tho government of 
Nioaragna and one from Costa Rica. Threo 
government engineers will have charge of 
tho work. It will be provided that divi 
dends shall not exceed 5 por oont., so that a 
sinking fund may be eatabliahed. Tho gov 
eminent share of the dividends will bo 
credited to a sinking fund. Some members 
of the committee think tho debt can bo 
raised in twenty five years on the lines laid 
down. Bonds havo boon practically decided 
upon for tho whole amount, as tho propoai 
tion to coin silver involved troublesome com' 
plications and opposition. However, that 
section of the bill is left Bubjoct to change, 
so that if ony plan involving the use of silver 
seems practicable it can bo adopted. 

RETURNED SEALER. 

Severest Spring Ever Kiperlenced In South- 
eiiatern Alaska. 

Pout Townsknd, Juno 20.— Tho achooncr 
Goorgo H. White arrived hero from Sitka 
this evening, with her firearms and ammu- 
nition under seal. Off Middleton island, 
May 30, the revenue outter Curwin boarded 
the White, sealed up the arms and ammu- 
nition, loft copies of the President's procla 
mation and the acts of parliament relative 
to aealing nnd ordered tho White to return 
to Pngot Sound. Captain Chenoworth, 
of tho White, saya tho weather 
along Southeastern Alaeka thia spring 
has been the sovereat experienced 
years. Snow has boon unusually 
deep. The penalty for illegal sealing under 
the British law ia forfeiture or a fine not to 
exceed £500.

— At the request 
of Senator Teller yesterday his amendment 
to inoreaae the duty on diamonds from 15 
to 30 por cent, ad valorem, whioh would 
restore the rate fixed by the house iq the 
Wllaon bin, waa passed over. -.It will be 
uonaidered again before the bill la 'reported 
to the senate. 

New Yoke, Jime 20.— The Press this 
morning prints the following : 

"London, June 19.— Senator Teller's 
propoBsd'bIgh tariff on diamonda ifl oaustng 
a sensation here, where th'e.Rothsohilda have 
recently bonded £4.500,000 sterling (nearly 
?'2O,000,000) of bonda for the South African 
diamond trust. Besides these bonds the; 
RotllBChilds ore known to be very largely 
intorestod In the stocks of the diamond trust. 
The proposed high tariff would produce a 
groat fall in the value of the imnicnao atock 
of unsold diamonds on hand and greatly re- 
duce tho dividends to holders of the trust's 
atockp, which have for years past been 25 
per cent. A cable received by tho oiliclala 
of the trust from Premier Rhodes, of Cape 
Colony, it ia Bti^tod, declarca that Secretary 
Carlisle promiahod last March that the aen- 
ate would modify the high duty put on 
diamonds when tho Wilson bill paaaed tho 
house." 

Tho Teller amendment increasing tho 
duty on diamonda to 30 per cent, la regard- 
ed as a blow aimed by tho leader of the free 
American silver men at the Rothsohilds, tha 
leading bankers in Europe, who havo done 
BO much to maintuiu the single gold mone- 
tary standard.

THE .MEGANTib OUTLAW. 

Donald Morrfgon, Who Wais Eeleased From' 
Penitentiary Only to Die, Formerly a . • 
Cowboy. 

Montreal, June 20. — Donald Slorriaon, 
known as the " Mogantic outlaw," who died 
six I hours after having been reprieved, has 
been serving an eighteen years' Bentenoeat St. 
Vincent de Paul penitentiary for the killing 
of an American named Warren, who had 
been appointed by the Canadian government 
to arroat him for alleged arson. Mpnriaoni 
who waa born on tho borders of Maine',' emi- 
grated to New Mexico and became a cow* 
boy. There he acquired the wonderful ac- 
curacy with tho pistol which afterwards made 
him auoh a terror to hia pursuers. He wa« ' 
about 30 years of ago when he returned :'- 
to hia native village with about $1,000 in 
hia pocket, bent on redeeming hia '.father's 
farm, which waa held on 'mortgage',' He 
had spent the greater part of bla money 
thus, when the mortgageea managed to ob- 
tain another mortgage. Soon afterwards 
the bniidiogs on the farm, then occnpied by 
another person, were bnrned and Morrisoa 
was aQonssd of arson. 'Local offioera being- 
unable to arreafc him, L. F. Warren, who 
had a bad record, - was appointed to do 
it. Warren said he would shoot Morri- 
son on sight, aUd" when they met it was a 
question of who oould shoot first. Morrison 
got the drop and killed bis man. For a long 
time Morrison eluded capture, but on Easter 
night, 1881, he was shot and captured near 
Megantio. He waa convicted of man- 
slaughter and sentenced to IS years.

Kootenay escaped without some damage. 
At Ainaworth all the buildlnga alone the 
water front were wrecked. At the sawmill 
aide of Pilot Bay halt a dozen buildings were 
shattered. At Now Denver, Hunter & 
MoKinnon's new storo was twisted out of 
plumb, and Wharton's buildinc; on Sixth 
street was wrecked. At Silverton tho build- 
inga erected by the Middough syndicate 
were wrecked. At Bear lake George 
Hughes' headquarters camp Wfsa damaged. 
The little rteamer Surprise was sunk in 
Pilot bay, and miles of telegraph and tele- 
phone wire brought to the (ground by falling 
timber. No damuge was dono at Nelson. 

The road between Kaalo and Now Denver 
is impaaeablo from fallen timber, niu J slides 
and waahouta. From New Denver up to 
Three Forka the wagon road ia practically 
wiped out, as is much of the grade of the 
Nakuap & Slocan Railway. From Three 
Forks to Wotaon, tho road ia too aoft for 
travel, and ia in tho same condition between 
Watson and Sproul's. At Whitewater 
crook the bridge is left standing, but now 
channels have been cut on each side of it. 
Tho same thing has occurred at tho creek at 
McDonald's halfway houae. To the east of 
McDonald's, for two miles or more, the 
roud io literally filled with down timber. 
Gangs of men have been sent out from Kaalo 
to put tho road in repair, but it is doubtful 
if it is paasable'fdr teama'before the middle 
of July. 

It will take fully §50,000 to repair the 
damage already done on the Columbia & 
Kootenay railway. The track between 
Nelson and the crossing of Kootenay river 
is all under water, and the bridges are all 
oither afloat or washed out. The track at 
the big bluff, to the west of Slocan river, 
has slid into Kootenay river. At Robaon 
the water ia a foot deep in tho depot and 
the track ia covered aa far oaat as Sproat's 
landing. The Pass oreek bridge is afloat, 
and the one aoroaa the slough to the east 
of Sproat's ia in bad shape. On the Nelson 
& Fort Sheppurd the bridge aorosa tne eaat 
fork of Cottonwood Smith oreek is sus- 
pended in the air, five of the bents having 
been knocked out W the breaking of a jam. 
Over one hundred feet of the embankment 
on the south side of the bridge was alao 
WBshod out. 



OITY HABEEl'S. 



Values Easier With Here FlentiftU SnppUes 
—The Need of Cold Storage 
Demonstrated. 

There seems to be a general loosening in 
the current quotations this week, and 
although the onange is not noticeable in 
every line of trade tho tendency is in that 
direction. Fruits, vegetables and garden 
truck, together with the Beaaonablo pro- 
ducts of farm, dairy and sea have taken 
up almost entire possession of tho market ; 
still business has not materially increased, 
though its distribution appears to bn 
more satisfactory. As yet but little freight 
has arrived from tho Eaat. For Seattle 
alone there are eighteen oar loads of pork en 
route from Chicago, and this, as well as 
numerous shipmouts for Victoria, has been 
on the road for weeks. In the moat market 
a slight weakness is apparent, thoueh not 
as yet affecting tho retail tride. Certain 
kinds of fish, too, are plentiful, and one 
steamer which brought in a big oargn from 
tho Cape Flattery fishing grounds exper 
icnced much difficulty in disposing of it, 
having auoceaaivoly tried Victoria, Nauaimo 
and Vancouver. Thia ia one of the many 
illustrations of the need here of cold storage 
facilities, which it is sutisfaotory to know 
uro shortly to ba supplied. Much of the hay 
in the country haa been out bub has not yet 
bcon stacked.

Tho p .rty now in power have practically held 
ofllco tor over olevun years. Tneir policy haa 
been an indeUnito ono on many of tho quealioiis 
rcqniring consideration. At tho. last fienorai 
election the Opposition advocated reform in 
tho land laws of the province, and have been 
able to make some important cbauncs. 

Tlio priviloKO ot aliowluK apooulatora and 
non robidenld to tako np Ur^o tracts of land 
has boon taken away and thu lands are now 
avall.iblo for actual settlors. 

By tho eirorts of tlio Opposition tho asecsa- 
ment of wild land liaa been much Improved; 
llio ad valorem principle of iisoeB.imont uccord- 
iuE to tho lai.ul value, is now thu lav,-. 

Thoro aro two CFsi-nlinl matters yet to bo c;vr- 
riod out in connection with tho encouragintr of 
ttgriculturG settlors. First, tho ssrvoyioR of 
availablo laudal for such a Ipnrpose and giving 
tho noce8°ary information by tho Lands ana 
Works Bopartment; second., tho maklDR ot 
roads to such sottlnmonta. so thac tho farmer 
may bo able to bring liis produce to market— 
sucn a policy as this muat bo adopted in order 
to develop nnd oncouraiio tlio larnilng industry 
of our Province. By so doli-.u we shall add 
much to our ivealthaiid prosperity. 

'J'lio railway policy of tho (lovornmont haa 
not been a buainc3H-liko ono. From ilio timo of 
tho grant given to the Kaquimnlt & Nanainio 
Railway down to lliu Nakuep & Slocan deal, 
tho interes 8 ot tho I'rovinco ai,d tho welfare 
of tho people have not boon -.veil gutrded. Ua 
tho one hand a corporation receives a large 
subsidy and an imnienao tract of land, freo 
from taxation for ever ; on tho other, a private 
company is subsidized by guaranteeing the 
bonds to tbo tuU cost of tlio road as well as in- 
terest on the same for twonty-tlvo years. One 
cannot but come to die concluelon that aGov- 
ernmont policy of such a character is likely to 
bring tho credit ot tho Province into dlare- 
puto. 

MonopolioB of any kind aro to ho deplored -. 
but moDopoIiei' backed by Govi-rnmont aid and 
support aro otton tho moat dilllcult to over- 
CO ' 0. Govornniont aid lo auch an extent aa 
has been given in tho instances referred to 
preoludta other roada from being aaaialcd or 
built. As an instance of thia wo recognize tho 
dillioulty tho British l^acillc Kail 'way will have 
in dealing with thoKaquimalt iScNanaimo K-iil- 
way and its oxiating rights. Thus by the action 
of the preaont Government in tho past it looks 
08 if the province were at tho mercy of ring- 
store and monopolists who are despoiling tho 
people of their heritage. 

I um opposed tothoexeoutiveuslnglts power 
to niako large appropriations of money hy 
special warrant for roads, streets, bridges and 
public works, without llrao submitting auoh lo 
the legiplature. Such a course ot action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and is not in ac- 
cord witti Uio principlcB of coiiatitutional gov- 
ernment. 

I have advocated, nnd will continue to do so. 
tho reduction of taxation on inip'ovomontaand 
the abolilionot taxes on inortKagoa. Tho latter 
Impost presses doubly hard upon tho borrower, 
and the repeal of this law would be In the in- 
ten St and lor the advancement ot the province. 

The practice followed on tne ovo of a general 
election of promising aid to public works and 
institutions by members ot tho executive should 
bo condemned, as It is attempting to bribe tho 
electors with their own money. The independ' 
cnt electors should answer this bjr sending men 
to tho Legislature who will do Uielr utmost to 
remove such ministers trom power. 

During tho past four yo-irs legislation has 
been brought about, chielly by tho Opnosltlon, 
in reforming the School Law-. Tho residents of 
thocitios have now greater power over tho man- 
hgeraentof their achoola. andmoro ia yet dealrod 
iu thia particular. I ahall ueo my best endeav- 
ors to bring this about, bo that our achoola may 
bo freo of ah ijoliiical inlhioncea. 

I have also advocated further restriction on 
Chinese immigration and tho employment of 
Chineso by any company seeking charters or 
grants from the Lcgiiilature. 1 havo advocated 
and still maintain that a clause should bo in- 
serted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to prevent the employment: of this class of 
labor. •, -.• ■ . 

I also havo advocated (the 'neoessitir of* em* 
ploying residents ot the Provincd Instead of 
non-reaiden ta or forelguors In tho prosecution of 
all worka or contracts lot by tho Hovornnient. 

It is inipo'aiblo in an add' eaa of this kind to 
touch on all questions all'octing tho Province. 
I hope, however, boforo long to havo tho oppor- 
tunity of addressing the electors in public 
meeting, at which time I will refer to matters- 
more extensively. , 

Hoping that my past record as a ropresenta- 
tivo in the.LnoalXieglsaature-.hae.'been'^aroept'' 
able to yon, I again seek 'joar rotes and sup- 
port. , . ■

GONE TO SING SING 

Erastna Wiinan Sentenced to Five and 
a Half Yeara Jn the l^enl 
tentiary- 

History of the Mercantile Agenoy- 
■Wiman'a Opportunities to Get 
Bid of Evidence. 



New York, Jana 20 — Eraatus Wiman 
waa to-day 6enteno?d to five and a half yoara 
Iq Sing SlDg. In »n iatervieir In the Tombs 
yesterday he said : 

" I do not wiBh-to--poM;'H:a;' martyr ; I 
have spent my Ufa aa a buBlness man and 
regulated my conduot! and utterances on a 
busineas basis. I do n-jt wish to change 
now. I do not undervalue sontimont, but I 
think of Goldwin Smith's words, " Ho is a 
cynlo who despises eontiment ; he is a fool 
who buUas upon It.' Am I a forger or not 
If I was i partner In Dun,' IVtaan & Co. 
I am no forger ; if I was mi a partner I am 
a forger. 

An able lawyer had mentioned to the in 
turviewer that the g'eaC question Involved 
waa one ot intent j that there is no doubt 
Mr. Wiman could have destroyed vouchors 
which were used to oonvlob him of the ori'no 
of forgery, and that if he had felt himself a 
forger he would have destroyo.l these 
vouchers. When this waa mentioned to 
" Mr- Wiman he aaid : 

" I could have dcatrnyed these vovchore, 
every one of ihem." Hu rapidly sketched 
on a sheet rf paper the interior of the Dun- 
Wiman office.' "There was Mr. Duu'a 
desk ; ho rstely occupied it. Hero vvua niy 
doak, and there waa t;ho cushier'a deak. 1 
could have dsatroyed any vouchera. Is it 
likely th'»t if 1 forged or did any wrong that 
I should have lot tho cvideuco remain ? And 
the idea of euoh forgeries ! If I had wanted 
to forgo I could have forged for half a mil- 
lion as eaaily as falling elf a log. At the 
time that ohrquo was made I had indirectly 
§200,000 of the agency's mouey standing at 
my order." 

For aome time Mr. Wiman reviewed his 
work in huilding up the Dun- Wiman 
agency, saying : 

" I had never leas than twenty libel suits 
on hand at any one time. There was a great 
deal of delicate work about adjusting some 
of them. Iti waa necesaary to use money 
sometimes and not to do it in too marked a 
way beoiuae of the principle of tho thing. 
Think of the work I did to prevent hostile 
legislation that threatened tlio Dun-VVimau 
bnsinesa. Seven states at one time wore 
trying to legislate ua out of exiatonce. ■ e 
I spenC a month at Hirriabur^ aud woi koa 
uight and day with the Icgialatora. At a 
oritioal moment I needed to ictluenpa the 
nnatori.' I eent telegrams differently 
worded to all my agents In the state. I 
ordered them to get those tetegran^s signed 
by the.bigeest men in their lotsalitieB and re- 
peat them back to the senators,- When the 
crowd of telegrams protesting against the 
.proposed '.legislation began, to. pour in tho 
senators felt that they were threatening the 
state's businoaa and interest, and I was all 
right." 

" I wanted an editorial and get it in tho 
HarriBon Patriot. The editor could nob do 
it because the printers were on strike. I 
set up the editorial matter myself, compos- 
ing it as I wont along. The striking print- 
ers threw atones through tho window ac me, 
taking me for a rat, but I explained things 
to them and then threw them 5100 for their 
fund. That editorial waa a great succoaa. 
It was by auoh ideas and schomes aa that 
that I built up tho buaineaa that now pays 
§500,000 a year to tho men who aro try- 
ing to drive mo to priaon. Tho difficult taak 
was ,to get sober men for ogeata and to 
nr^ako them do our work for nothing. I 
drove from one town to another in my buggy. 
I selected my business man and saw 
him in the evening, often dining 
with him. I found out what sort of 
thing amused his wife. If she 
was musical I bought her a lot of 
mueic ; if she liked books I got books. To- 
day the concern gets news from 100,000 
agents, not one of whom ia piid a ceut. I 
do not pretend to be a methodical huaineas 
.mat), and I know I have dona many cireleas 
thinga. A man who has genius enough to 
make $80,000 a year is not apt to bo much 
at keeping hooka. The two do not go to- 
gethrr. I am a very careleas follow. 

People have talked a groat deal 
about my vanity; perhapa there hua 
been ~ some vanity in my life, but 
there was .more than that. I hud to 
malce' the meroantile sgenoy respectable, 
and to do that I- had to . malte myself re- 
apeoted and. well known as the head 
of the agency. Whatever I may have 
'done to add -to my reputation, making 
speeches, . eto , has put money into 
the pockets of those whom I have bnill 
up. That confession and my letters to 
Dan generally are difficult and delicate 
to rrf-At-' It is bird for one not acqnainted 
wjib 'he circumstances to anderscand the 
iiior.it:!. .\Jr. liuu had corns to look upon 
himself aa almost a little god ; be liked to 
bo addreaued in tint manner. When I was 
forced out of tho firm and thcBO matters 
were diaoovered, a? they cull it, Muofarland 
talked to mo iu a way thi\t inJucod nie to 
write aa I did. Ho urgid nio 'o turnover 
to tho firm tho property which 1 hud iu iny 
wife'rt name ; it could not be in my nanjo 
because I waa not a citizen of this country. 
I waa told that my wife, on turning over all 
she poaaeased, would bo looked after by 
Dun ; that she would tjet 512,000 or $15,- 
1)00 a year for life. Mucf»rla:-.d aaid to 
mo, 'Wiman, there are luia of irregu- 
laritiea here ; now you turn over tliat 
properly and got out. Spend tho rcat 
of your life ((uiotly. Write for the North 
Amoricni Uuview, or go to England, or 
deliver li cUirea throughout tho country. I 
believed him and acted upon hia eugguation, 
but I caa see now how hard it niuat bo for 
thoao letters to bo undorniood by thoaii 
ignorant of tho circumatancea." 

With considerable strength and energy 
Mr. Wiman made the point that if ho ia 
guilty of forgery now he waa guilty a year 
ago, ond that; thoao who accuse him, know- 
ing a year ago what they know now, wore 
oompoandere of felony for one yoor The 
hope of his friends was, he aaid, that it would 
not be thought nooessary to make him aaao- 
oiato with criminals in priaon for a long time.

SALVADOR AjND THE U. 8. 

A Dispute Similar to That Which Recently Oc. 
currf d Bf tween Brazil and PortnEal. . 

WASHiNoroN, June 20.— It is singular 
that the dispute that broke out between 
Brazil and Portugal through the reception of 
politioal refugees on the latter's war vessels 
should be so quickly followed by a like 
controversy between Salvador and the Unit- 
ed States. Tho parallel is'all the closer from 
the fact that not only:lj«i|'the anylum in each 
case furnished by a wakvessel, but the refugees 
in both instances included the vanquished 
leader in a civil war. 

After all there are differenoea..: ;:^Tho 
Brazilian revolutionists had never beep 
recognized aa belligerents, whereas Preai- 
dont Pfiroto waa the head of the only law- 
ful government there. On tho other hand. 
General Ezeta, up »o the very hour he took 
refuge on the Bennington, was vioe-pruni- 
dent of the government, treated by the 
United States as the only lawful authority 
in Salvador, while those who overthrew that 
government were not dealt with or recog- 
nized at all. The prooiao point, however, 
which makes this difference important ia 
that while in Brozil order and law reigned 
at tho downfall of the rebellion and tho 
machinery of juatioe was in operation, at 
San Salvador all seems to have been in con- 
fusion at the overthrow of the oonstilutionol 
parties. The very dispatchea which brought 
the news of the suoceaa of the insurreotion, 
declared the success of. the revolution waa 
certain. 

Commander C. M. Thomas of the Ben- 
nington reported an almoat chaotic condition 
of alTaira in tho republic. To have given up 
the rtfugeoB would have been, in his opinion, 
their surrender to immediate slaughter, 
without tho protection of law or the formali- 
tlea of a trial. In other words, he exercised 
that privilego of aaylum which is bosed sim- 
ply on considerations of humanity. Tho 
eatabliehment of a firm government and the 
restoring of peace and the duo process of 
law in Salvador seem likely to bo followed 
by aurrenderlnt! the Bennington's refugees 
to the new government. Meanwhile the 
chief care of Commander Thomas probably 
is to see that thoy do not escape from his 
•hip, for the experience of Portugal in that 
respect has convoyed a warning likely to be 
heeded.

Local Self Govercment Throughout 
tho Empire— Kesiguatiou of Sir 
Edward Malet.

London, June 20.— Sir George Grey, ex- 
governor of New Zealand, speaking at tho 
National Liberal Clab, advocated a large ex- 
tension of the system of local self-govern- 
ment in every portion of the Krapire. Sir 
George said that he believed that very little 
would be required to make tho United States 
and Great Britain absolutely one people for 
ommon objects. The acceptance of . the 
principle of arbitration of disputes had al- 
ready made a practical unity. 

Tho Standard, commenting on Sir Goorgo 
Grey's speech, says there ia no need to aori- 
oualy oritiolsQ ho airy a dream. Amoiioa 
waa inhabited by a people atill closer akin to 
us than its present people, yet war against 
the coloniata waa exceedingly popular in Eng- 
land. 

The Anglo-American lodge of Free >laeons 
installed Mr. Keynolds as master last night. 
The company included Bros. Lanrie, of 
Nova Scotia, and Loveioy of Quoboo. Mr. 
Lovejoy was elected an honorary member. 
Both gentlemen responded to toasts. 

Muley Mohammed, eldest son of the late 
Bulian and a pretender to the throne, has 
been imprisoned at Marakesh by order of 
his brother, Abdul Az'z, tho sultan, and 
compelled to sign an act of adhesion to Ab- 
dul Aziz. The position of the latter has 
been secured by bis being recognized as sul- 
tan by the powerful sheroef of Wazin. Tho 
towns of Marakesh and Mequincz and tho 
chief of the independent Zayan tribe have 
promiaed Abdul Aziz to place .3,000 armed 
men along the road between lez andMe* 
quincz for the purpose of koepine order 

It is reported in Berlin that Sir Edward 
Malet, British ambassador; has ''-sent bis 
resignation to his government in London, 
stating as his reason for wishing to retire 
that it is impossible for him longer to sue- 
cesBfuily represent tho interosta of England 
at the court of ths Kaiaer aince, owing to 
the acta of the British cabinet, the confi- 
dence of the Emperor has been lost. Tho 
Kaiaer has, it is said, bitterly reproached 
the Britiah cabinet for taking unfair advan- 
tage of his atraightforwardnesa in dealing 
with England, and alao accuaod Sir Ed- 
ward Malet with having countenanced tho 
English cabinet's duplicity. Sir Edward 
Malot, it ia uaaorted, protested to the 
Kaiaer against tho aoouaation, declaring ho 
waa aa much surprisf d aa tho Kaiaer. Ttio 
Emperor, according to report, informed Sir 
Edward that England could thank herself if 
henceforth ho should reverao tho friendly 
policy of Germany aud return to I'rinco V/.a- 
marck'e diatruat of everything English. 
The report cannot be confirmed at the 
British foreign offioe. It is surmised that 
Bomo trouble has ariaon out of tho Anglo- 
Ijelfiian treaty regarding tho Kongo frontier 
which h»8 cnuaed u friction bntween the 
German foreign olliae and the Britiah am- 
baaaador, bat the report of tho latter's 
resignation ia not generally orcdited. 

A parliamentary oonimUteo in Argentine 
has recommended that tbe following customs 
duties be imposed upon imports from tho 
United States of North America : Kerosene, 
1.;, por cent, per litre; pine and spruce lum- 
bar, 5 per cent, ad valorem ; pitch pino the 
name J agrioaltorol roaohlnpry valued above 
§200, 6 per cent ; under ?200, 25 por cent.

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"PEOOLIAR TACTICS." 

The Times on Tuesday evening bad a 
oharaoterUtIo leader beaded '* Feouliar Tao' 
tics." It purported to bo a oritioistn on the 
speeches at the Govornniont meeting the 
proviona evening, but it was mainly an effort 
to mislead its roadora on tho question of the 
Canada Weatern. It was charaoteriatia be 
cause it was UDtrutbfuI, and was based on the 
faint and only hope the Opposition has of 
defeating the Government, by arousing sec 
tional feeling. In its familiar vein it went 
on to say that — 

A curious ciroumstanco is to be noted. 
List evening Mr. Davie said the promoters 
of the railway had in a letter which he read 
in the house last year submitted a proposi 
tion, namely, that the governmenl) should 
guarantee the interest on $6,0001000 of 
bonds. This he said was not a " business 
proposition." It so happens that at the re 
cent Westminster meeting Mr. Davie con 
tradicted Mr. Brown when the latter said 
tuch a lelliir had been read. The incident 
was fully reported by the World, which 
drew the conclusion that Mr. Brown had 
been convicted of falsehood by tho Premier, 

Then after quoting an editorial from the 
Columbian, nhiofa, by the way, did not have 
the hardihood to allege that Mr. Davie, had 
denied tho reading of the letter referred to, 
it adde : 

Mr. Davie's taotioe in regard to this let 
ter we somewhat peculiar. . He first with 
held' it from the printed return, then he 
in effdot denied at Westminster that it 
had been read in the House, and after 
that at last night's meeting be volun 
teored the atittement that it had been re- 
ceivisd and read by himself in tho- House, 

When we quote the reports of what was 
actually said on this matter at Westminster, 
we think the public will conclude that the 
" peculiar taotioa " are entirely on tho other 
sitlo. The Columbian's report of the meet 
ing in reference to the Canada Weatern ia 
as follows ; 

On the C;inadiv Westorn question, con 
tinued Mr. Brown, Mr. Davie said thut no 
bminesH proposition had over been made to 
the Government. But tho lawyers of that 
syndic-ite hud written to the Government 
and Buid they wtintad their time extended 
for a yenr, and, at tlio enmo time, had de- 
clared that they could never go on with the 
scheme unlcsa the Province guaranteed their 
bonds. In the fnco of that, the Governmsnt 
had extended the time. (Applause.) 

Mr. Davie showed grout signa of aeication 
here, and exolaimed, excitedly : They did 
not say ao'l 

Mr. Brown— I only know what you said 

The World reports ic as follows, making 
Mr. Brown slate that " Mr. Davio said that 
no propositiou had been made or laid before 
tho Governinont regarding the Canuda 
Western." 

Mr. DAvio— I did not. What 1 said was 
DO biiainesa propi/ailiou. (Applause ) 

Mr. Brown — 'J'hat letter, which Mr. 
Divio ruud iu the Ilouao, atated diatiiictly, 
pointedly and pirlicularly, that unleaa tho 
Government were prepared to i^ivz tho 
guarantee of interest on the 56,000,000 
asked, it v/tin of no uao extending tbe time 
for commencing tho work or doing anything 
further in tin) matter. 

Hon. Mr. iJavio —The letter did not con 
twin auch stalementa. 

Mr. Brown— It did. 

In neither leport ia tho alighteat intima 
tion, nor can the infercuco be drawn, that 
Mr. Davie even wished to convey tbe im 
pression that the letter was not read in the 

House. 

The only quest ion as between Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Davie on tho platform re- 
lated to tho ooutenta of tho letter road by 
him in the House on the lOch of April, 
1893. Ibis letter was from the solicitors of 
the Canada Western or British Pacific Co., 
and waa printed in full in tho Colonist of 
tho nth of April, 180;j. 

The prooeodiuga of tho Houaocf that time 
na reported in all tho newopapora show that 
the letter was road, and Mr.jDavio would be 
very foolish, as a mere matter of policy, to 
attempt to deny (hat fact. He had no reas- 
on to deny it and did not. 

What Mr. Davlo did deny waa that the 
letter contained any such atatomonta as Mr. 
Brown alleged it did. Wo have looked up 
the letter in question and find 
•that. Mr. ' Davie was ' absolutely 
.oorreoi in making the denial he did, 
CDhe letter doea not stato explicitly or by 
implioatiiiD that " unleaa the Government 
wore prepared to give tho guarantee of in- 
tereat on SG, 000,000 uakod, it waa of no uso 
extending llio tiino for comnieuoiug tho 
work or doiii^ anything further in the mat; 
tor," thus proving Mr. Brown, as well as the 
a?imes, guilty of deliberate falsiSoation. 

The TitnoB aij>d tbe Columbian will find 
the letter -in ' the ;i!Cdw^ April 11, 



1S93, and they are at liberty to 
publish it. If they have not the 
files of the Coloni.st at their disposal 
and they request it we shall take pleasure 
in reproducing it, though somewhat lengthy. 
Tho question now is will the Times and Mr. 
Brown have the manliness to admit that 
they miereproseuted tbe matter — to speak 
of their conduct in no stronger terms. We 
should be afjreeabljr ' disappointed if; tbiss' 
did. 'y-"' '^ ■ . .r/'' - '^''t . " 



We are not surprised , that the meeting in 
Vancouver on Tuesday evening was noisy 
and disorderly. There are a good many 
impulsive persons in that city who seem to 
have a notion that what they do not approve 
of ought not to exist. But they will have 
to learn that quiet people are not to be 
bullied out of their opinions and ttiat they 
will in the long run have their own way in 
apite of violence and clamor. The compara- 
tively few intolerant persons in Vancouver 
who will not listen to what thodo who differ 
from them in opinion hava to say and who 
will not allow their fellow-oitizens to listen 
are not the first men in the world who have 
tried to have their own way by preventing 
tho free expression of opinion. But they 
have not oooomplished their purpose, and 
it ia not likely that they over will. Wo 
hava liborty of opinion and liberty of apeoch 
in spite of all that they have boon able to 
do. It is singular that men who profess to 
be the greatest lovers of freedom and who 
are tho loudest advocates of liberty of 
speech, are aometimes in practice the most 
arbitrary and tho most unreasonable of 
tyrants. A Government that would attempt 
to prevent free men from expressing their 
views on public subjects and that would send 
men to break up a public meeting would bo 
promptly condemned by the great majority 
of tho people, and any means that might bo 
taken to hurl it from power would be con- 
sidered justifiable. Yet this is precisely the 
kind of tyranny that the Vancouver howlers 
attempted to exercise. We believe that tbe 
majority of them, if thoy onoe realized the 
nature of their own act, would bo thor- 
oughly ashamed of themaelves and would 
cease from attempting to impose mob tyran- 
ny on their follow citizens. 

But this kind of tyranny is abortive. The 
howlers can disturb a public meeting and 
prevent a public speaker from being heard, 
but thuy cannot prevent those who dis- 
approve of them and their methods 
voting in tho way they think best. Hap- 
pily our lav/a make it imposeiblo for tho 
mob that attempts to suppress freedom of 
apccoh to take a single step towards inter- 
fering with the freedom of election. The 
elector whom they will not permit to lis- 
ten to a speaker at a public meeting ia 
peace, can as yet mark hia ballot in perfect 
aeourity. Thia would not bo tho case long 
if tho violonco which makes publio meetings 
ecenca of turbulent intolerance and disorder 
were permitted to produce its natural and 
its logical reaultsi It is the interest and tbe 
duty of all law-abiding and freedom-loving 
citizcna to nip thia kind of tyranny in the 
bud. Its tendency is to grow until it bs- 
comes intolerable. 



A SIGNAL FAILURE. 

Tho failure of tho Democratic party in 
the United States is proclaimed by those 
who a little while ago were its warmest 
friends. Its action both with respect to tlie 
silver question and the tariff has not been 
what was expected of it. Owing to tbe dila- 
torincaa and the half-heartedneas of tho 
Democratic aonutora the repeal of tho Sher- 
man act was delayed until the country ap- 
peared to be on tbe brink of ruin, Public 
confidence in the sonndnoso of the govern- 
ment on the cnrrenoy question, which was 
then ec rudely shaken, has not yet been com- 
pletely restored. No one can tell wh»t 
measures may be taken by a legialaturo that 
has shown itself incapable of dealing prompt- 
ly and firmly with that very important ques- 
tion. 

The way in which the Demooratio party 

has broken its pledges with respect to tho 
matter of tariff reform haa diagustod mil- 
lions of intelligent men in the United States. 
That party was elevated to power pledged 
to effect a awceping reform of tho luriff, It 
condemned the fiscal policy of the Repub- 
lican party in the strongest terms, aud it 
waa returned by a large majority to do away 
with that policy ani to establish in its atead 
a policy baaed on altogether diffureut prin- 
ciples. It haa not obeyed tho mandate of 
the people, and it haa not been true to ita 
principles or ita pledges. Ccngreua liaa 
spent months in tinkering tbe tariff, and tho 
work, so far as it has gone, is tho McKlnloy 
Tariff modified. It is a proteotivo tariff, 
and not a tariff for revenue ulono, which 
wua what the Demooratio party protniaod 
tho people. 

Tho condemnation of tho Democratic party 
has extended to tho President. It is said 
that he has not been true to his principles. 
That he is a " shorn Samson." That ho haa 
aucoumbed to tho wiles of tho Delilah of 
Party and ia no longer a terror to tho I'hilia- 
tinea, Democratic and Kopublican, who uao 
publio position to increase the gains of pri- 
vate citizens. Harper's Weekly, which 
was until lately an ardent admirer of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, has turned against him. It 
blames him for having doaoended from tho 
high position which ho occupied during his 
firat term. It says of him : " Ho ia help- 
less because ho has abandoned tho methods 
of bis ficBt term and has t>eoome a politioian. 
He won his high and unique plade in Ameri- 
can politics because it was his practico to 
appeal to publio opinion, and be did not 
appeal in vain." It may bo that tho Weekly 
doea tho Pi eaideut aninjuBtice, It is hard for 
a party leader to carry out his policy when 
bis party ia not tme:.td bim. It is well 
known that the meQ^ Wlio .hate President 
Cleveland most bitterly, .and who say tho 
hardest things abont hiih,';are of tho Demo- 
oratlqiparty. His, moist .. powerful enemiea 



in Congress, too, are Democrats. They take 
a delight in opposing bis policy and in frus- 
trating his designs. Tho Demooratio party 
to-day is plainly a bouse divided against 
itself, and we have the best authority for 
expecting its speedy downfall. The indica- 
tions are at this moment that at the next 
prcsidoutisl olectiou tho Democrats will be 
swept out of existence, and impartial men 
evisrywhere must say it^will deserve its fate. 

THE jDEOLlNBhOF THB BOBSE. 

There aris thinkers and obsorvers who be- 
lieve that tbe horse has had his day. They 
see that he is being snperaoded by mechani- 
cal contrivances, and thoy look forward to 
tho time when ho will bo regarded by man- 
kind as a sort of curiosity — a relic of a by- 
gone age before tbe powers of steam were 
discovered and the energies of eleolricity 
utilized by tho men who were in the van of 
the world's progress. A little reflection 
might show tho thoughtful reader how very 
far steam haa made man independent of 
the horao, Kvory civilized country ia now 
provided with a network of.vrailroads in 
which steam ia made to do the work of mil- 
lions of horses in convoy ing men and commodi- 
tioB from one place to another. It would bo 
simply impossible, with any number of 
horses, to do a titho of tho v/ork now dona 
by tlio locomotive. Then, in driving 
machinery, in tilling the land, and in hun- 
dreds of ways steam power is now doing tbe 
work that horse power did in our own early 
days and in tho days of our fathers. 

The uso of oleotricity as a motive power 
is still in its infancy, but it has already 
taken tb? place of the horao in tbe passenger 
traffio of many cities. There can be no 
doubt that in a very few years 
vehicles can bo propelled along ordi- 
nary roads by stored electricity. When 
that day comes, , and when the ^bicycle 
ia as generally used aa prcaant appearances 
indicate, there will bo no use for horses in 
the world's cities. They may be kept by a 
few eccentric persons aa pets and for tbe 
purposes of racing, bnt electricity will be 
so much .pleasainter, cleaner, cheaper and 
safer as a motive power for carriages of all 
sorts that no one will think of using horaca 
for tho purposes of either draught or travel. 
On the farm thesameohangeswill most likely 
be made. Steam and electribity will take 
tho place of horao power in all or nearly all 
tho oporationa of agriculture, and then the 
horao, being wholly unnecessary, will begin 
to die out. Tho Now York Times, in an 
artiolo on "The Passing Away of the 
Horse," speaking of the last days of the 
noble animal's decline aays : 

Then will remain only tho race horse, who 
baa now reached hia perfect flower. It is 
folly to Buppoee that the running power of 
horses can bo much further cultivated. lu 
deed, tho time has long since passed when 
men bred racers for the love of horijea or a 
manly fondness for outdoor sport. The 
hunter aurvivca, of course, and he doea re 
present a lingering love of sturdy sport, and 
the trotting horao ia still bred for thu aako of 
trotting. But tho race horao ia merely an 
excuse for gambling. The strongest work 
of English fiotiou lately written, George 
Moore's " Esther Waters," sets forth 
without e.xiggeration the awful growth of 
tho vice of betting in England, and, young 
as this country ia, tho vice seema to have 
quite aa strong a hold here. No good can 
come of it anywhere. But this article ia 
not intended as a homily on the evil of 
gambling, and the subject is only mention 
ed, in passing, to show that, so far as horse 
racing lis ooncemed, the vice will soon, be 
obeokea, for tbe race horse, in the natural 
course of events, cannot long tu'vlve his 
fellows. To our children's grandchildren a 
horse may be as]muoh' of a curiosity as the 
buffalo is to us to-day.

STOiNECU ITERS' STKIKE. 

Uuloulats AVorklnir on the I'arlliiment Kulld- 
lni:s Quit AVork— Cause of Tholr Action. 

Yesterday tho union stonecutters em- 
ployed by Mr. Adams, the contractor for tho 
parliament boUdiogs, went out on strike. 
The reason given by them waa that a union 
atoneouttar named Durst had been dis- 
charged and had not been paid. Ibis is the 
section of the constitution under which the 
committee of the Victoria branch of the 
Stonecutters' Association say they aoted : 

" Seo. IS— Seeing that the bosaoa claim 
and exeroiee the right of discharging and 
paying off whenever they see fit, wo like- 
wise demand the same privilege. Any 
member being diaoharged or quitting of his 
own accord shall demand his pay and if ho 
does not receive tho same after giving °Jl 
hours' notice, tho shop steward shall bo 
compelled to strike tho job." 

Mr. Adams when asked for the circum- 
stances leading up to the atriko atuted that 
last Friday Durst, who waa cutting on a 
pieco of granite aon-o 17 feet long, intended 
for a stop, spoiled it, a long crack in tho 
atone along tho line of the ohiaol marks 
showing that at least three feet of tho stone 
w-ould have to be cut off, and consequently 
it waa too short for tho use intended. Mr. 
Adama being away at the tinio the foreman 
laid Durst ofl' temporarily awaiting Mr, 
Adama' return, ao that the matter might be 
referred to him for aottlement, Mr. Adama, 
on hia return to town on Monday, looked at 
the atone — which when perfect waa valued 
at acme $oO— and decided that Durst should 
stand some of the loss for spoiling it. 
Durst, however, refuatd to accept leaa than 
the full pay without any deduction, main- 
taining that tho contractor must stand the 
loss. He also refused to go bnok to work 
unless paid in full. 

The union then gavo Mr. Adama nolico 
that unless Durst was paid in full they 
would go out on strike yesterday at 1 
o'clock, their contention, as explained by 
the men yesterday, being that the ooO' 
traotor must stand the loss caused by break< 
age fn the course of cutting st^ne, and that 
such is the rule of their organtzttion, 

Mr. Adams, however, denies that he 
should stand all the loss cansed by careless- 
nesa on the part of stoneoutters working for 
him, and from a long experience at the 
businesa says it ia not the enatom every- 
whore, as maintained by the men, that the 
contractor should stand the loss. Ho was 
quite willing to bo lenient and only deduct 
a small amount from Durst, but donien, as 
a matter of principle, tho right of tho union 
to Bay that in cases of workmen, whether 
from inoompotenoy or careleaencBs, breaking 
a Btono the contractor and not the man who 
cauaea the damage should stand the loss. 

In consequence of the answer given to tho 
union the atonecuttera to the number of 
nearly 50 went out; on strike and wore paid 
off. The atriko alao affjcta some L'o helpora, 
who, though p' rfectly willing to work, must 
perforce stay idle because while tho atoau- 
cutters are out there ia no work for them to 
do.

Routine matters occupied the attention of 
the Synod until luncheon, an exoellent re- 
past having been provided by a.pommlttee 
of ladies. 

On the re-assembling of Synod Hia Lord- 
ship addressed the Synod as follows : 
My Beverend Brethren and Brethren of; the 
Laity: 

A year's experience has, I aasnre you, 
deepened my sense of responsibility in hav- 
ing been called to the office and work of a 
Bishop in the Churoli ol God. 

In this diooeae there ia none of tha anxi- 
ety caused by long missionary journeys, or 
by Bovority of climate — on the contrary, 
all the eottlements are within easy range — 
but the anxiety arises from the intimate 
knowledge which tho Uiahop must have of 
tho special needs and difficulties of each par- 
ticular parish. His energies have by no 
moans to ho expended only upon organizi- 
tion, but rather upon that cloaor personal 
union which in ao many dioceaea in England 
and in the Colonioa is clearly impoasiblo. 
For this I am duly thankful, and 
while I am profoundly conscious of my 
negligence and ignorance, yet tho oiperienco 
of more than twenty yoara of active 
parochial work has made nie to some ex 
tent capable of feeling sympathy with clergy 
and laity, even if I cannot actually help 
them in their difficulties. 

I would beg of you to torgivo tho mis- 
takes and short comings of tho first year of 
my episcopate, some of which stand out 
olearly before my mind as I write these 
lines, and all of which I would cast into 
the ocean of the everlasting love of God. 

Therehavoheon several changes in thomin- 
istry during tho past year. Within a month 
of the last meeting of the Synod, the Rev. 
M. C. Browne was called to his rest — and 
during theyeartheBev.D. Hoi nieibasacoept- 
ed work io the American «horob ; the Rev. 
W. H. G, Killaon basredgaed the obargo of 
Metohosin, the Rev. W. H. P. Arden and 
the Rev, G H. Tovey have returned to Eng- 
land ; tha P.cv. S. C, Soholefield bB9, you 
will regret to hear, been forced under medi- 
cal advico to resign St. Paul's, E'quimalt. 

I take this opportunity of recording my 
thanks for tho kind help which has been 
given by tho Rov. C, E. Sharpo and by the 
chaplains of tho Royal Navy, while tho 
ships have been at Eaquimalt harbor ; and to 
add that tho loss of the active support of 
Mr. H. J. Inoos for ao many years will bo 
eovorely felt, 

Tho followiug appointments have been 
mado ; Rev, W. J. Flinton to Cedar Hill 
and Like. ; Rev. C. E. Cooper to Wolling- 
ton ; Rev. E. F. Wilson to Salt Spring 
Island ; Rov. G, W. Taylor to St. Alban's, 
Naoaimo; and Rev, J. B. Haalam toSt. Bsrna- 
bu!i, Victoria. In all oaaes 1 have oonault- 
od the authorities of the several parishes 
before making the appointments. No atepa 
have been taken to fill the vacancy in St. 
Mark's, Victoria, until the question of the 
grant from tho Mission Fund has beondeoidod. 
If the HUgj^estien (.f I ho executive connnilteo 
ia adopted the dillioulty in carrying on the 
services at Metohosin will cease. During 
the past nine months tho Archduacon haa 
driven from Victoria to Metohosin every 
alternate Sunday afternoon, returning in 
time for his evening service at .St. Jamca'. 

I wish to cxproaa my sincere thanks to the 
Rov. Canon Paddon for undertaking the 
Sunday services at tho Jubilee Hospital, and 
alao for tho rcadinesa with which ho baa 
alwuya voluntarily undertaken any work 
which ho has boon asked to do. If ho leavea 
Viotorii, tho diocese will feel hia loss, and 
P'TBonally I shall miss his sympathetic sup- 
port. 

Two now ohurohoa have boon dedicated 
during tho past year —one at Saanichton in 
tho largo district under the charge of tho 
Rev. F. G. ChristmaB, and tho other at Ful- 
ford Harbor on Salt Spring island, whero it 
will stand as a memorial to tho Buccosaful 
miniatry of Rov, J. B, Haslam. New fields 
of work have been opened by the Rev C, E 
Cooper at Engliihrnan's River, French 
Creek and Nanooso, at tho first of which a 
church ia ulmoat ready for dedication. At 
Union Mine tha Rov. J. X, Willemar haa 
commenced Sunday aervioea, but both there 
and at Albernl there are apberea of work 
which the church ought to undertake with 
as little delay as possible. . 

Since the deparinre of the Bey. D. Holmes, 
the services at Chemainns have not been reg- 
ularly supplied. At , present-there are no 
aignsof renewal ofworkattbeaawmillbutthe' 
rapidly inoreasing number of settlers in tho 
neighborhood of the River ohuroh oalla for 
active ministerial work.

THE WATERING BY LAW. 

To TIIK Editor :— While I fully appreci- 
ate tho vuluo and necoEtiity of wiso restric- 
tion on the amount of water thas may be 
used by private familiea for "irrigation" 
purposea, I alao believe that in thia, aa in 
moat other matterB, wiadom lies in tho mean 
and not in the extreme. In warm, dry 
weather, auoh as wo experience in Victoria 
during the summer months, twico a week is 
not often enough to water gardens and 
lawna. So far as economy of water io con- 
cerned, it ia not effected by auch a restric- 
tion, because every gardener knows that a 
littlo water frrquoiitly applied ia hotter than 
tho "sousing" which gardcna got at rare in- 
tervals ; so that really there is no saving on 
that score. 

I have been led to believe that (hero ia an 
unlimited aupp'y of water; then why bo 
niggardly in its use ? Is it that tho talder- 
men fear housoholders will use more than 
they are Buppoaed to pay for? Those 
who tako prido in their lawns and 
gardens should be encouraged aa much 
aa possible, because nothing adds to tho 
attraotiveneaa of a city so much ; and of all 
thinga, in Victoria, we ehould cultivate a 
tasto in thia respeoti ' very few persona 
have any desire to use more water than ia 
actually nocosaary. 

In tho uao of water it is right to adopt a 
sliding ec.^lo, and for irrigation purposes no 
reasonable man will object to pay for water 
in proportion to the aroa to be irrigated, i nd 
I'quite agree wii^b that principle of the by- 
law, but having adopted thiib priaciple, it 
is very unfair to charge by tho tquaro foot 
and then limit the supply as haa been 
done. 

In the case of tender plants which rt quire 
frequent and gentle sprinkling, and of cer- 
tain vegetublos and ilowers, which to flour- 
ish rcquirn daily watering, we muat cither 
resort to a surreptitioua use of the boae at 
unaeasonablo hours or the laborious water- 
ing pot. It is simply a temptation to break 
the law. lu other words, necessity be- 
comes tho law to thoao who take prido in 
thoir homoa. 

I think tho council should take a son- 
siblo view of thia and amend the by-law or 
givo aomo good reaaon for ita exiatence in 
ita present form. Citi/.e.n,

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No permanent arrangements bavo boen 
made for the splritua] needs of Mayne island 
and the adjoining islands. Canon Bean- 
lands has uudortakea sorvioea ocoaaionally, 
but the settlers are anxious for regular tnli:> 
iatrations. A lady in England has oolleoted 
§500 towards the purohaao of a steam or 
naphtha launob, but until the help of an 
itinerary olergym&n bus been obcainod, a 
boat would be practioally useloaa. 

The work amongsb the Chinese has been 
abundantly blessed under the superintend- 
«nco of the Rev. E F. Lipscomba and the 
devoted labors of the oateohist and a small 
bind of workers who attend regularly at 
tiio Chinese school week by week. Three 
Chinaso have been . baptized and I 
have administered oonfirmation to three 
others. The grant of §500 from the 
Domestic and Foreign Mission Fond in the 
East of Canada (for which wo cannot be too 
grateful) is not suQioient to pay the rent of 
the school room and the eiciremoly small 
scipenda of the superintendent and cate- 
chist, and it would make a great differeuce 
tD the whole work if those who believe in 
the oommandmenc of our blessed Lord to 
preach the gospel to uU nations would give a 
BuQicient sum to build a small oburoh for the 
use of the Cbinese. 

The missionary woric amongst the Indians 
at Alert Bay has been placed under my oare 
by the aathorities of the Cburoh Misalonary 
Society, but I hkve poatponed my vitit there 
until the return of the Rev. A. J. Hall from 
England. Meanwhile I have had opportuni- 
ties of BseinfrMr. Corker, and I am glad lo 
8>y that the Indian Department heivu s tnc- 
tiongd his appointment as principal of a nt- w 
indnstrial aouiol which has been opened due- 
ine tbe past year. 

'l'l;e impossibility oi carrying forward the 
' asbeme for building a new cathedral has 
been a grievbas disappointment tome per- 
sonally and I am sure to the whole diocuae. 
It is to be hoped that the strain upon the 
patience of those who have paid their sub- 
scriptions will not be too groat. After hav- 
ing paid for the plana and Bpeoifiontions, the 
treasurer reports a balance in band of $0,000. 
When the right time oomoa to make a 
further eCfjrt, it Is hoped that the work will 
be conaiderid of a diocesau cbaraoter and 
that the subecfiptiona will by no means bo 
confined to ihu parish of Christ Church. 
AVithout exaggerating the state of comnricr- 
cial dnpressiou in the Inland, from which, I 
am itiformed, wo are noc sulToriDg us severely 
us some of our neighbors, it cannot bo denied 
that all questions of finance have been of a 
very serious character during the past year. 
The rosouroea of almost every parish have 
been strained to the utnioat. 

J am glad to say that the grants made by 
the Miaaiou iioard have been piid regularly 
and in full. At the olos') of the Guuucial 
year on March 31, the Miaaion Fund was 
51,208 in arrear but aa we commenced the 
year with a dettcit of $1,222, pruotioally 
onr receipts and expenditure have balanced. 
3Do meet this overdraft of 8l,20S there ia a 
sum of SSOO owing aa arrears of unpaid in- 
terest ou mortgages, and the diocese will 
rejoice to hear that in answer to a special 
appeal to the authorities of the Sooieiy for 
the PropBi;ation of the Gospel a grant of 
$o00 has been received from che treasurer in 
England. 

I'ne question before us, aa to the future, 
- ia whether we are to be content with the 
state of the work of the ohurob in this dio- 
cese, or to advanee. :lTo one will maintain 
that the amounts now oolleoted 'and sub- 
sortbed mean that the utmost limit of liber- 
ality in the several oongreijations bas.biien 
reaobed. We shall not be content until 
every member of the ohurch realizes the duty 
of contributing to the general fund cf the 
dioceoa. More than this, it certainly seems 
to mo that we have a distinct claim upon the 
liberality of churchmen in England. I had 
made arran^emouts to leave itie diocese for 
four months in August with the object of 
pleadieg our cauje in Eogland, where I had 
obtained promisea of help in several large 
towns, but ihe lamented death of the Bishop 
of Now Weatminater has led me to postpone 
my visit. Since 1882 the diooeae has re- 
ceived no annual grant from any society. 
In the earlier days of his episcopate uiy 
revered predecessor was able to raise large 
sums in England for the Columbia Mission 
Fund, but six years ago, in 1888, in an 
address to the Synod, Bishop Hills B,ii- 
nounced that the contributions to this fund 
" had fallen to a very small amount, and 
cr>uld hardly be taken any longer into con- 
sideration." 

For niy own part I should be more than 
willing to abandon the scheme of trying to 
reorganize this fund, if the church societies 
in England could Bee their way to make 
substantial annual grants, and one object of 
my visit waa to fully disouaa this matter 
with the authorities. 

I trust that you will not think that I 
have, entered;- mtb too many dniaila of 
diocesan' work— for my ptinoiple will always 
be the same, to keep no seoreta from this 
Synod, and thus to secure your hearty and 
cordial co-operation. 

To turn for a few minutes to a wider 
field, First of all we shall naturally ex- 
press our sincere sympathy with the diocese 
of New Westminster in the iosa of its first 
Bishop— called away in the prime of life and 
in the midst of his work, leaving us a good 
example ; and further in the disastrous 
floods, which have brought, and must bring, 
a great atrain upon the work of tho church 
in that diocese, Tho election of a aucuesaor 
to Bishop Sillitoo raiaos the whole quoation 
of tho formation of an eoolesiastical province 
injBritish Columbia. I hope that a oom- 
mittee will bo appointed by tliia Synod to 
confer with one appointed by the Synod of 
New Westminster, and w ith the Bishop of 
Caledonia, Althouijh it ia evident that 
nothing can be actually done at present, all 
preparations may be made, if it is decided 
uR a principle that a pro'vlnoe ought to be 
formed. 

The journal of proceedings of the first 
session of the General Synod of tho Church 
of England in the Dominion of Canada has 
been circulated amongst you. 

The solemn declaration makea it clour 
that the General Synod continues to be an 
integral part of tho groat Anglican Com- 
munion throughout the world, while tho 
rights of provincial synods and of each in- 
dividual dicgese are strictly protected, 

No special report will be presented to the 
Synod bjr, the representatives who attended 
as delegates'- at' 'Tbrbntb. Wo shall 
have to . proceed .with caution, act 
log under the ' advice of our 
Cnanoellor, Bo that we may make no legal 
. miatakeB in whatever course wo may decide 
to adopt. 

May tbe consolidation of tho Church in 
Canada be abundantly blessed by a spirit cf 
true unity and an inoroaeo of faich and holi- 
nesj and devotion amongst all ita membore, 

I hoped to have had the honor of receiviDg 
the membfreof tho Synod at Biahop'a Close, 
but out of respect to tho memory of my 
brother Bishop of Now Westminster, it 
aecmed right to forego what would have 
been to me a great pleasure. 

Iq my opening wnrds I asked forgiveness

for my miat-akes. May I, in closing, expresn 
my eenao of thankfulness to tboae who not 
only received me with marked RmdoesB »> 
the first, but who hivo o )ntinued their 
kindncBB, so thai; now I feel ut homo and 
amongst friends in this far Western diooeso ; 
and T pray Almiehty God, with all my heart 
and soul, that in this and all our work we 
may seek before all other thinga His honor 
and plory ; that the progress of the work of 
the Church amongst ua, if alow, may be 
sure ; and that we may grow in grace and 
in tbe knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, 

The reporta of the executive committee, 
Mission Board treasurer, auditors and other 
committees were next presented and dis- 
poaed of. . , ' 

OENEBAL SYNOD OP CANADA. 

Rev. G. W. Taylor moved: 

" Whereas at a conference held in Toronto, 
on the 13th and following days of Septem 
her, 1893, a scheme for the consolidaticn of 
the church in Canuda, waa diacuased acd 
adopted by representativea of 17 out of 19 
Canadian dioceses (representatives from this 
dioooso also being present, and concurring 
BO far as the powers delegated to them per 
mitted), and a general synod of the church 
in Canada waa formed ; 

" And whereas, it ia very desirable that 
this diocese shall formally usaont to and 
adopt tho said achenie of consolidation : 

" Be it resolved, that this synod, on be 
half of the diocese of British Columbia, does 
hereby assent to and adopt tho solemn 
decUratioiis, fundamental principles, baais 
of conatil ution, and provisional constitu 
cion of the general synod, and that a com- 
mittee be appointed and empowered to take 
such legal and other steps as may be found 
uecpssary to give efTeot to this resolution." 

The resolution was adopted, 

A ri;oviNi;iAi, synod. 

Venerable Archdeacon Scriven moved 
" Whereas, all the dioceaca of the Church of 
England in Cmada to tlio east of the Rooky 
Miiuniaina uro grouped into the two 
eccleaiasrioal provincua of Canada and 
Ruptrt'H Ijund ; 

" And whereas, it is, in tho opinion of 
this synod, desirable that the dioceses to 
tho west of the Rocky Mountains, which 
have i.ot at present any provincial organiza 
tion, should be united in an ecclesiastical 
province of British Columbia ; 

" Be it resolved, that tho Lord Bishop be 
requested to invito the co operation of the 
other biahopa of British Columbia, in taking 
such steps as may be neooasary for tho 
formation of an ecclesiastical province ; and 
that His Lordship ba further riquested to 
nominate a committee to confer with com- 
mittees of the other dioceses for the pur 
poso cf framing a constitution for a pro 
vincial ayuod when ^uch shall have been 
formed." 

Mr, E. Baynea Reed moved in amend 
ment, seconded by Mr. J. C jltart: 

" That the Lord Bishop be requested to 
invito the co-operation of the other bishops 
of British Columbia to consider tho advisa- 
bility of forming an ecclesiastical province 
for British Columbia or of joining the ecc!e- 
aiaatical province of Rupert's Land, and 
that His Lordship be farther requested to 
nominate a committee to confer with com- 
mitteea of tbe other diooeiBes and to report 
to this aynod the course recommended by 
them" • 

The amendment waa adopted and the 
Bishop appointed the following as ,a joint 
committee to attend a chnfereDco ot the 
other dioceses in British Columbia to dia 
cuss theso propositions : 

Clerical — Ven. Archdeacon Scriven, Rev, 
Canon BeanUuds, Rev. (!. W. Taylor and 
Rev, \Y. D. Berber. 

Lay — Tho Chancellor, Hon. J iistica Drake, 
Hon. Justice Crease, Judge Harrison, Mr. 
Lindley Crease and Mr. E Baynes Reed. 

A number of ameDdments to some of the 
canons were taken up and passed. 

NEXT MEETIKG. 

Judge ^.Harrison , moved .:-.that the next 
meeting of ^Syhod be hefd in Nanaimo. 

The motion' waa diBcnsBed at aome length, 
the increasing importance ef;Nanaipto being 
dwelt upon, after wfaioh the proposition 
was declared carried. 

After other business had been disposed of 
the minutes were read, and the Synod hav- 
ing completed the buainesa before it, was 
closed at 6:30 by the Bishop. 

There was a good attendance of clergy, 
laymen and others, including a number of 
ladies, at the public meeting at tho Cath 
edral in the evening. The subject of dia 
cussion waa "The Religious Education of 
the Young " 

The Bishop opened the proceedings by 
saying that he wished to lay down no plan 
which might in the least be interpreted as 
having any effect on existing politicil ques 
tiona, but only to set out the principle that 
religious instruction was an essential part 
of education. 

Rev. W. W. Bolton spoke of tho condi- 
tions of education in the United States, 
especially San Francisco, and said there 
they had to fight a hard buttle against 
agunsticiam. 

Mr. Wollaston apoke of tbe neceasity 
of improvement in Sunday school work and 
laid it on the clergy as part of their duty to- 
wards the young. 

In a short- address Mr. Dancao, of Cow- 
icban, spoke of the condition of day acbools 
in tbe country districts. 

Dr. Hanington, Bev. G. £. Cooper, Rev. 
J. B. Hewetson and Yen. Archdeacon 
Scriven also took part in. the disoussion, 
which was closed by the Bishop, with the 
benediction.

Formerly if aa \mmaniod man paid p.ar- 
ticular atteutiun to a girl or a young 
widow it -was understood by all observ- 
ers that ho wa.s a candidate for her hand 
if he could gain her reluctant bonMntto. 
iccept him. . The girl's parents looked 
Boronely on, conscious that thoir daugh- 
ter was mistress of tlio situation imH 
needed neither assistance nor protection 
— conscious, too, that the yonng man 
would bo a very fortunate fellow if he 
gained so desirable a wife — and they 
would not stand in his way, although 
thoy were sincerely soriy to loso tho 
iiower of their faniily. 

After awhile the girl siiyly told her 
another that Iteubcn and she were going 
■to be married about Th.-mksgiving time, 
and although there was not often any 
open annomicomont of tho ougiigement 
iiud certainly no receptions or presents 
to mark the ooeasion tho bride's family 
began preparations for tho wedding and 
the setting up of tho young couplo at 
housekeeping. It was all so simple and 
honest and natiu'al that to hear of those 
times is like reading of tho golden 



age or the lost Atlantis, or any other of 
those dreams of some bygono perfection 
or some coming millennium. 

Occasionally in those days tho young 
man behaved in a manner which is now 
tho rule, but tlani was tho exception, 
and proved hims-jlf a triHor and a male 
flirt, amusing himself for the hour, but 
■with no serious intentions. But he ■was 
not then, as ho now is, suffered to get off 
scot free from this sort of ideasantry. 
If after a dae period of courtship tho 
youth made no offer of matrimony, but 
Bhowed symptoms of transferring his at- 
tentions to some other shrine, tho father 
or brother of ijthe slighted fair one call- 
ed hiih to account, demanding an ex- 
planation of his conduct and giving him 
to understand that if ho had no soriotis 
intentions thoy had, and that, ha'vdug 
danced tp,pleaae.himself,.he^^^ 
p.ay the piper to please tiiem. 

Generally a little conversation of 
this sort was offoetual, and tho tardy 
swain insisted that ho had only been 
waiting for encouragement to declare 
himself, but if tho triflcr really tried to 
cry off and escape without penalty tho 
brother or father significantly handled 
a hea\'y riding ■whip or cane or glanced 
at tho stout boots he might chance to bo 
■NVearing. Sometimes indeed a mamago 
has been solomnizcd at tho muzzle of a 
loaded pistol, with an angry father at 
its other end, and I have heard of an 
old time man-iago where tho bridegroom, 
being a.skod, "13o you t.ako this woman 
for your wedded wife?" roj)lied, ."Not 
if I can help it, " and tho bride's broth- 
er deliberately cocked mid aimed 'his 
pistol, demanding "What was your re- 
ply, sirrah?" "Yes, I do, " returned tho 
other, grinding his teeth, and the mar- 
riage. proceeded. One does not envy that 
unfortunate bride, howisver, and in point 
of fact sho died before tho yeiu" was over 
of a broken heart. However, the family 
honor ■was saved, and in those old days 
they placed a good deal of value upon 
family honor. So old fashioned! 

But those extremities of persuasion 
■were very rare. Generally speaking, tho 
young man asked for uo greater privi- 
lege than an early wedding, and the fa- 
ther had only to open his poeketbook, 
and tho brother to nudco himscU' agree- 
able, and the mother to buy and cut 
■whole bolts of linen and oandaic and 
cotton into tho trousseau ■which tho 
pretty bride helped to make up with her 
own finger.s. 

And now all this is changed. Instead 
of placidly looking on to see lier daugh- 
ter hold a little court and select the one 
sho mciuis to fa\or from a crowd of 
eager aspirants, the mother must be, 
like tho early bird, vin-y early on the 
ground to captm^o tho biggest and rich- 
est worm before any other mother bird 
can grab him and oany him to drop into 
her nestling's open mouth. No ■wonder 
sho gets an imxious and eager look her- 
self and woiries and frets and twitters 
and chirps overnmch and keeps the homo 
nest in a condition of turmoil, for tho 
worm has grown very wary, and if in 
taking his eai'ly walks abroad he espies 
tho tiitting form of the mother bird or 
oven hears her sweet if sharpened song 
of gi^<H-ting ho is apt U> precipitately re- 
tire to his burrow or hido beneath some 
stem or clump of weeds. 

Worse than this, should tiie bachelor 
chance to be, instead of a mere worm of 
earth, a beautiful gold or silver flsh dis- 
porting himself in the waters of matri- 
mony, then mamma, instead of a bird, 
is seen as a fisher, a veritable fisher of 
men, baiting her hook with her daugh- 
ter's charm.s, her accomplishments, her 
virtues and her affectionate and sub- 
missive temperament; but, alas, tho gold- 
fish has grown as "gamy" as a brook 
trout, and worse, for he can often keep a 
most experieucod angler "in i)lay"for a 
whole se;isou and at the end give a 
sprightly and humorous t\vist to his 
glittering tail .and fly off' at a tangent, 
to bo no more seen in those waters. 

Now, why aro these things tlmsly? 
"'WIq' don't tho men propose, niiamma?" 
as runs the cj-iiically comic song. 

Surely girls are iis sweet and as pretty 
and as aft'ectionato and as gay as they 
were a century or so ago, and as grand- 
mamma sensiWy, remarks,' "The world 
must go on, ' ' and if the young men bom 
and brought up in our own laud ■will 
not aiwist in propelling tho national 
chariot thoy must not ob.iect later on, 
when, as Mrs. Gamp has it, "most 
wotes carries the day, " and the descend- 
ants of the Knickerbockers and tho 
Puritans and the F. F. V. 's find them- 
selves in an unconsidered minority. 

But why, I again ask, why should it 
bo so, and why do our young men need 
to bo urged, from political or any other 
reasons, to make themselves the "hap- 
piest of men?" 

Of course I know that tho question 
h.as been asked before and variouslj- an- 
swered. But 110 imswer that over I have 
heard has met the requirements, and I 
almost fancy that it must remain one of 
the conundrums .•Nvithout reply ■which, 
like snags and bowlders. Still obstmct 
the stream of time. 

One roiison doubtless is the one most 
frequently given — tho necessities of mod- 
ern life are too luiuiy and too exponsivo 
for a young man to rashly undertake. 

"Tho luxuries of one gcni'ral inn be- 
come tho necessities of tlie next. " It is 
a .sharply true aphorism and none tho 
loss tme because it is a ■well worn tru- 
ism. It might indeed be amplified, for 
the luxuries of three generations ago 
are .almost disdained ly us. Our gi^eat- 
gi'andmothers ■were carried about in so- 
dim chairs, our grandmothers drove in 
chaises imd sometimes chariots, our 
mothers had family "carryalls, " and the 
lady of fashion today has her brougham 
and victoria, with liveried coacliman 
and footman, and a pair of magnificent 
horses. > • 

Naturally a yomig man ■would feel 
more sure of bcnug alslo to provide his 
wife witli a sedan chair, a chinso or 
oven a chariot than with u brougham. 
This is ono reason, and another is that 
girls enter upon matrimony with very 
different intentions and plans of life 
than they used to. To be a good huuse- 
keijpor, a good wife, a good mother, was 
formerly the lunbitiou of a bride oven 
in tho highest circle, and where the hus- 
band had his way to make and tho for- 



tune was yet to come tho young wife 
laiow how to economizo in all sorts of 
pretty ways and to do a good deal with 
her own hands nou ouly to beautify tho 
home, but to make it comfortable. 

Yot another reason is that both men 
and maidens know more about tho world 
and about each other tliiui they used to. 
"ICnowlcdge is power," they say, but 
to my mind knowledge is warning in 
matters of sex. I am not speaking of tho 
ideal man and woman, nor of those de- 
lightful exceptions to tho rule among 
whom I cheerfully class your best be- 
loved and 3ny own, but with regard to 
tho general run of men I freely confess 
that au intimate acquaintanco with their 
peculiarities, "their triclcs and their 
manners, ' ' thoir stand^ds of^ morality 
and of conscience, their tastes and pur- 
suits, is liable to make a thoughtful 
woman a little eantimis about intrusting 
her life to any man. And I dttro say 
that the young men who get their, ideas 
of womanhood from Zola and his living 
models, or from the conversation of their 
club associates, or thoir associates after 
club hours, aro less anxious to bind 
themselves in tho chaias of matrimony, 
than woro thoir grandfathers. In that 
day — that is, in the gnuidfathor's day, 
a young girl was in the eyes of yomig 
men a holy inysteiy, a something to be 
protected, admired, delicately shielded 
from tho knowledge of evil, a being in- 
tended to load the man she loved to 
higher and i nobler^ llfe, to be his 
ing on earth and his guide to'heavon. 

But tho clubman of todaj' laughs in 
gently pitying scorn at such ideas and 
tells you with cynical franlmess how 
the reality differs from hiagrandfather's 
ideal. When you havb listened to him 
for a few moments, you no longer won- 
der that he does not care to marry. You 
ouly wonder how any decent wouian 
can bo found to many him. 

To sum it all up in tho moral of tho 
old allegory of tho garden of Eden: 

' 'Mmi and woman have oaten o£ the 
tree of knowledge and see each other as 
thoy aro, and they aro afraid." 

Moro reiisoiis there aro, and moro in- 
tricate ones, but with a little thought 
you vnU see them for yourself, and at 
tho end, instead of asking "Why don't 
thoy marry?" you ■will inquire, "Is mar- 
riage becoming obsolete?"

DRY GOODS REVIEW. 

Increaie of BaslDesg Due to tbo'Bot Weather 
and Not to tbe Policy of Buyers. 

Nkw Yobk, June 19.— The Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin in its 
weekly review of the dry goods market 
siiya : An inoroaao in buaiueaa during the 
past week, in a general way, ia more trace- 
able to the in£uence of hot weather in accel- 
orating the distribution of aea.ionablo mer. 
chandiae than to a ehuugo in tho policy 
of buyers. Summer fabriea have moved 
morn freely right through from retailers 
to fiml hands but with much irregularity 
in prieef. Fall lines of cotton-dreeaed fao 
rica have had fully aa good call aa tho 
preceding week, the reduction of current 
atocks with buyera leaving them in an im 
proved condition t) conaidor tho coming 
sottoon's rtquirementa, and on tho whole 
there would ufjpear to have b'.;en more buai- 
neaa transacted in stuplcu, yet, at tho best, 
the market is still in un unsatisfactory con- 
dition. Balances of this season's stocks in 
aU hands are being closed out at the expense 
of values, the new seaaou'a trudo is yet mod 
erato in cotton goods and restricted in 
hosiery and underwear, with prices hardly 
settled yet even on tho low opening basis, 
while in tho imsiocsa in staple cottons there 
is not any incroaae shown o«iog to tbe fact 
that trading hag played a more prominent 
part than a week ago. 

Wnolea goods are inactive and tho car 
rent buEioesa ie insullicient to keep many of 
the mills at work on men's wear fabrics, 
only dress c;oods showing up' ' fairly well. 
That there ia no improvement in the general 
tone may be gathered from the foregoing, 
and there ia'a disposition .to defer hope of 
improvemfnt until after the Fourth of July 
holiday. Meanwhile buyers find no lack of 
supplies in tho aggrogato with weak sellers 
in many directions, tho only change of note 
in tho week being in a downward direction. 
CoMeotiom contiouo a good feature, being 
favorably reported upon throughout.

.T wo Americans Said to .Have -Been Killed by 
Ceris InillanB. 

Washington, Juno 20.— Tho state de- 
partnient, several days ago, received a re- 
port from tho vice-consul at 3uayatnaa, 
Moxicn, that two Americans, said to bo R 
{<] L RibinsoD, of Texas, and James Logan, 
of Louisiana, had been murdered by Ceris

miles above Guayamas. Thea-j men had 
embarked on a ten ton sloop ut 
Yuma, and ' were exploring along 
the jjnlf.

Tho 
Indian natives at first made friendly ad- 
vuncos, bat afterwards shot tbem, and tho 
two survivors made their way to -OuayamDs 
and reported the fac"-. Aotiog .Secretary 
Uhl at onco telegriiphod the conBul'a

ister -Gray, directing him to tako 
immcdiiito steps before tho proper 
authorities, and, if tho atatements were true, 
to demand the punishment of the murUerora.
